The measure would have author- 
lied 
$ 150,000,000 for construction 
of roads giving access to military 
and naval reservations and defense 
plants; $ 125,000,000 for correcting 
critical deficiencies in the network 
of strategic highways; $ 25,000,000 
for damages to roads as the result 
of military maneuvers; HO,000,000 
for building “flight strips" along 
highways 
to 
perm it 
emergency 
landings by military planes; and 
$10,000,000 for advance planning. 
The chief executive had asked 
congress to authorize a $125,OOO,- 
OOO defense road program, covering 
the major items in the bill which 
finally passed. This was increased 
to $320,000,000 by senate and house 
amendments. 
Mr. Roosevelt did not base hts 
objection to the increased sum but 
to the principles involved. 
In a message to the senate in hie

forces of the Philippine Islands, Jui** added to 
our own establishm ent by President Roosevelt, that 
the native soldiers now are wearing shoes where 
shoes properly belong — on the feet. This indicates 
the tremendous sartorial advance that has taken 
place in military circles in those parts since the first 
Filipinos were enlisted in the service of your Uncle 
Samuel. 
That was quite a spell back. It was when American 
troops were fighting Aguinaldo’* army after the 
Americans had taken the Philippines from Spain. 
The Americans called Aguinaldo’* lade “rebels”, 
though when you come right down to it, they w ere 
doing Just what the Americans* forefathers did in 
revolutionary tim es— fighting for their independence. 
However, yon know that when this nation takes 
possession of a piece of land and any prior occupants 
thereof set up a squawk, those occupant* are rebels 
per se, and let us have no nonsense about our fore­ 
fathers. 
Anyway, the Americans who w ere fighting Aguin­ 
aldo found them selves confronted by a battle ter­ 
rain of rice paddies. Jungle and tw isting trails, w ith 
which they were wholly unfamiliar. The army mas­ 
ter minds of the period decided that it would be a 
good schem e to muster some native guides who 
knew their way about. They found not far north of 
Manila in the province of Pampanga on the island 
of Luzon, where m ost of the fighting took place, a 
people who spoke a language A fferent from Aguinal­ 
do’* Tagalogs aud who did not fancy the latter. 
T 
HESE people w ere quite willing to hire them­ 
selves out to the Americans In the manner of 
the H essians of. old, not only as guides but as fight­ 
ing men. They wanted to shoot Tagais. So a young 
American lieutenant whose name eludes us at the 
moment enlisted a number of the Pampanga fellows 
in a company that became known as the Macabebe 
scouts, Macabebe being the name of a town in the 
province. Thus, they became the first natives of the 
islands to he inducted into the United States service, 
and they proved of great value In showing the trails 
and spotting the enemy. 
They were issued the regular 'equipment of the 
American army, including shoes, but what they did 
with the shoes wa* to tie them together by the 
laces and wear them around their necks like leather 
lavallieres. It was somewhat shocking to the m ili­ 
tary ethics of their commander, until he discovered 
that they could travel faster and with a minimum 
of noise barefooted and that in any event it did 
no good to reprimand them. The so-called rebels 
also were barefooted, except their officers, who 
liked polished boots and rode tiny horses, in a 
foot race across rice paddies, shoes were bound to 
be an incumbrance. 
S 
OME of the Pampanga lads served with a strange 
character 
who was 
Gen. Lawton’s 
chief of 
scouts, and whose story must one day be embalmed 
in film. His name was Young. He was not enlisted 
and h is background was a mystery, though Lawton 
seemed to know him well. 
Dressed in native garb, he som etim es w ent bare­ 
footed, and carried a Mauser, the weapon of many 
of the insurgents, but never much extra ammunition. 
It is said that when he needed fresh shells he 
would disappear In the bosky and return after a 
time with a rebel bandolier, usually bloody, indicat­ 
ing a lone-hand foray on a rebel outpost. He moved 
ahead of Lawton’s flying columns like a ghost, often 
taking rebel positions and towns w ith hi* own small 
force without waiting for the main body to come 
up. He was killed at the head of his men while tak­ 
ing a bridge, and bis natives were stunned as they 
had commenced to regard Young as invulnerable. 
He was the most picturesque soldier of fortune of 
his time and the least written about.

years. L. H. Copeland, U. S. w eath­ 
er observer a t M illport, said to­ 
day. 
F or the first tim e In alm ost five 
decades IO Inches or more of rain 
fell. Mr. Copeland’s figures for the 
period Bhow 10.17 inches precipi­ 
tation, the g reatest am ount. 3.26 
inches, tailing on the 12th. T hree 
o th er 
big 
rains 
w ere 
recorded 
a t the M illport statio n —1.42 inches 
on th e 15th, 3 inches on the 18th 
and 1.55 inches last Tuesday. July 
a y ear ago 4.33 inches of rain fell. 
Precipitation Above Normal 
In addition, the record-breaking 
July rainfall 
brought the 
year’s 
precipitation to above norm al for 
the first tim e In 1941. Total rain­ 
fall recorded during th e first seven 
m onths of 1941 is 23.94 inches, 0.57 
inches above norm al, the w eather 
observer announced. 
The driest corresponding m onth 
during 
the last 49 years w as re­ 
corded 
In 1924, w hen 
only 
1.41 
inches fell. 
In the sam e m onth in 1934 was 
recorded the w arm est m onth, the 
mean tem perature being 74.2, while 
last m onth the mean reading was 
71.8. The coolest July on record 
Is th at of 
1924 when 
the mean 
tem perature w as 65.8, while in 1940 
the m ean reading was 69.6. 
July 
14, 1936. holds 
the 
high 
tem perature reading for the period, 
the m ercury shooting to an all- 
time high of 101. H ighest in July 
this year was 94, it being recorded 
twice— 26th 
and 
27th. 
The 
low 
mean for the m onth was 46 as com­ 
pared to 43 for the corresponding 
date in 1940. 
The high in 1940 
was 93. 
Bumper Corn Crop Seen 
Mr. Copeland pointed out 
last 
m onth had eight days in which the 
therm om eter rose to 90 or above 
with the last week averaging an 
even 80 degrees and low hum idity. 
The underground w ater table is 
the highest it has been since 1939 
when 9.57 inches w ere recorded. 
A bum per corn crop now is ss 
sured, the w eather observer stated, 
with m any fields reporting stalks 
over IO feet high after showing 
only one foot 
the 
first of 
the 
month. 
W ith 
the excessive 
rain 
many 
farm ers experienced difficulty in 
harvesting. Many w heat fields are 
out with 
grain 
grow ing 
in 
the 
shock and a good crop of o a ts is 
m ostly in the shock, Mr. Copeland 
explained.

of violent and decisive battles.”

at 
Leningrad, are 
continuing theirs*-------------------------------------------------- 
fierce attack on the center of the 
line, and at the week-end developed 
a heavy pincers th ru st at the 
strategic city of Kiev in the south. 
These battles will be decisive 
in so far as determ ining whether 
the Bolshevists 
can 
hold their 
present front between the Baltic 
and the Black sea. They aren’t at 
all likely to end the war. 
The tim e has arrived when we 
also can agree with Izveetia’s claim 
that “It is already obvious that 
Hitler’s blitzkrieg trump, on which 
he staked everything, is beaten.’’ 
Speed has been eliminated by the 
rem arkable resistance of the Reds, 
threatening to toddle H itler with 
a long war, and that might easily 
mean a disastrous one. 
A vital element lies In the num­ 
ber and quality of the reserves 
available to both sides. The mil­ 
lions of men who first were thrown 
Into this great battle, are worn 
down to the ragged edge of ex­ 
haustion 
The Russians have reported the 
capture of German soldiers and of­ 
ficers who bad become deranged 
because of the terrific strain of the 
protracted fighting.

Borax Rationed; May* 


Result In Changes

Rationing of m aterials needed 
in pottery m anufacturing has be­ 
come an actuality within the last few 
months, and while the potters do 
not expect serious curtailment, in­ 
creasing priorities on certain ma­ 
terials might bring about some 
minor changes In formulas. 
In addition to a full priority on 
zinc oxide, a partial one on borax 
and expected restriction* on tin 
and lead, the potters are now ob­ 
liged to contend with a shortage 
of paper cartons and rising prices 
in available materials. 
But there is, as yet, no loss of 
manpower due to conscription as 
the majority of the trained work­ 
ers are men past the draft age. 
The priority on borax would be 
the most serious threat to the in­ 
dustry if it were to become a full 
defense preference, it is explained. 
Without borax the industry would 
be forced to suspend operations, 
a* this ingredient forms an im­ 
portant part of frit—without which 
no pottery can operate. 
There is, apparently, plenty of 
borax for government and private 
consumption once the labor trou­ 
bles on the west coast are settled. 
W hite oxide of tin is used to give 
brilliance to some glazes.
